\Wnar are the proper and permanent officers of 
a Christian church 2 

ihe New Testament recognizes but two classes 
;fpamanent officers in the church, Pastors and 

scons: the one to preside over the church, to 
jininister the ordmances ; the other to serve the 

tJes of the church, to administer its charities, and 
tend to its secular affairs. 

“Thee are all the officers whom Paul mentions 
|, his salutationeto the church in Philippi, and 
hee are all whose qual fications he describes when 
bis clying direct’ons to ‘Timothy an@ Titus con- 
ning the organization of churches. 

These pastors we find to be called by various 
bames, a8 bishops, elders, overseers, judges, and 
:, just as we call the same individual now by 
iferent titles of minister. pastor, and preacher. 

ile two names now commonly used to desig- 

te the pastoral office are Bishop and Elder. 

Mhat both these names, however, refer to one and 
tle same person, and that that person was nothing 
moore than the pastor of a single church, is evident 
rom the language of the Sacred Record. Paul, it 
is aaid, “Sent to Ephesus and called the elders of 

he church,” and said to them, “take heed to your- 

dives, and to all the flock over which the Holy 
host hath made you overseers,” é. ¢., a8 it is in the 
inal, bishops. The elders then were bishops. 

They were bishops of that one church of Ephe- 

s, and not of different churches, or dioceses of 
‘y rehes. Their office was declared to be to “ feed 
tle church of God; or, as it is in the original, “to 

cas pastors” of the church. So Peter, writing to 
hie provinces of Asia, says: “The elders which 
are among youl exhort; feed the flock of God 
sbich is among you ;” ¢. ¢., “be the pastors of the 
fick ;” “taking the oversight thereof ;” ¢. ¢., acting

According to the admission of prelatists them- 
lvs, then, all that the New Testament says about

tet prelatists claim that, besides pastors and 
facons, the Apostles ordained a third class of 
tuch officers, now known by the name of dio- 
ttn bishops; that these bishops are the direct 
lecasors of the Apostles, inherit all their apos- 
le authority, and are in like manner to transmit 
'¢ their successors down to the end of time ; that 
bese officers hold in their hands the whole govern- 
pint of the church ; that they, and they alone, have 
wer to ordain persons to preach the Gospel, and 
uinister the sacraments ; that there can be no 
Hw churches, therefore, except those which they 
in, and no true ministers except those whom they 
préain; and that, consequently, the very existence, 
Kh of the ministry and of the church, depends 
jin them ; so that, if their succession should be 
token, and their order become extinct, the Gospel 
istry and the Christian church would thence- 
‘ward cease from among men. 
does the New Testament recognize any such class 
Hiersons? If so, it ought to be very easy to find 
im, An order of men of such unequaled import- 
hee to the world, having such tremendous 
Mogatives, besring the very life of the church in 
hands, ought to be so clearly designa‘ed, so 
ngly marked out and described, as to make it 
jossible for the world either to miss or mistake 
‘such a class of men bad been appointed by the 
‘/eetles to be their successors, what should we 
Mev expeet to find in evidence of that fact, or in 
‘thection with it? First, that these persons would 
‘rom the very outset a distinct class-name or 
‘and that this class-name or title would be 
*sitongly marked and more emphatically ap- 
(than the names of the lower and less import- 
ti class of officers. Then, with the name, we 
uld expect there would be a description of the 
“re of the office, and of the important duties 
ch belong to it. Then we should look for 
‘tery recital of the peculiar qualifications which 
‘st be required of those who are to be appoint- 
‘0 this office. Then we should expect 
‘ee some instance of the actual appoint 
“it and ordination of such persons by tue 
“testes, With all the solemn accompaniments be- 
4i0g so important a transaction ; then some s0]- 
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emn charge to them in reference to the duties of 
their office; then some instruction to these per- 
sons as to the supreme importance of perpetuating 
this third order of the ministry, from which all the 
others were to emanate, by taking the extremest 
care to’carry on this euccession of the apostleship 
to the end of the world; then some very definite 
instruction to “ the lower clergy” as to the obedi- 
ence which they were to render to these eccle-iasti- 
cal superiors, their proper lords and masters, the 
true successors and representatives of the Apostles ; 
then some direction to the churches as to the pecul- 
iar reverence which they were to pay ‘to these 
vicegerents of Christ, so mach higher in dignity, 
auhority, and power than any of their pastors who 
preached to them the Word, broke to them the 
Bread of Life, and performed for them all the or- 
@ivary services of the ministry ; and, finally, that 
the Apos:les themselves, haying thus appointei 
their successors and clothed them with authority 
eque] to their own, should show, by their treatmeat 
of them and by their mode of speaking to them 
or concerning them, that they regarded them thence- 
forward as standing on the same level of office and 
authority with themselves. 

Are these conditions met by the Apostles with 
respect to any Class of church-oflicers mentioned in 
the New Testament? Are any considerable num- 
ber of them met? Nota single one of them. This 
extraordinary class of persons, if they exist in the 
New Testament. are not mentioned under any diz- 
tinctive class-name or title, their office and its 
duties are not descr’ bed, their qualifications are not 
enumerated, no instance of their appointment or 
ordination is given, no charge as to their solemn 
work has been left on record, no ins:ruction is fur- 
nished them as to the appointment of their suc- 
cessors, no direction is given either to the lower 
clorgy or to the churches as to the'r treatment of 
these high officers, nor do the Apostles themselves 
treat any such class of persons as having preroza- 
tives, either of office, of authority, or of power, that 
are identical or equivalent to their own.

SHALL WAR BECOME MURDER?

War is at best a sad, terrible necessity. It is 
horrible in the abstract that men shall be engaged 
in wholesale human slaughter, and especially 
when the combatants are at once fellow-Christians 
and fellow-countrymen. And acivil war is pecu- 
liarly calculated to arouse passions and excite en- 
mitics that are not satiated by the inevitable car- 
nege of the battle-field. Unless great care is taken, 
a strife wherein ‘a man’s foes are those of his own 
household’ tends to become. a horrid round of 
reciprocal and wholesale murders. 

From an early day, a disposition to make ours a 
merciless war was evinced by the Confederate lead- 
ers. The savage massacre of Col. Ellsworth, by 
Jackson at Alexandria, was justified and applauded 








_all over the Rebel South. Very soon thereafter, 


when our army had hardly yet achieved a foothold 
on the soil of Virginia, Beauregard issued a proc- 
lamation, wherein he charged them with every 
possible fiendish deed and purpose. It is not pos- 
sible that his charges could have been true when 
made; it is plain that he meant to have them 
believed, whether true or false. And, from that day 
to this, the leadtag journals and oracle; of the 
Confederacy have been urging the policy and 
necessity of raising the black flag and giving no 
quater. Nothing less than this will stop enlist- 
ing atthe North, suid Beauregard, in a letter writ- 
ten some eighteen months ag». And he is but a 
fuir exemplar and exponent of his class and clan. 
No one can read the Rebel journals and manifestoes 
without realizmg that they are imbued with an 
intensely passionate yet calculating malignity, 
which says: ‘ Let us inaugurate a wholesale butch- 
ery of prisoners; the Yankees will be compelled 
to reteliate ; ard this will soon create a general 
implaca™le hate between North and South, which 
will render reunion impossible.’ Such is the cal- 
culation which has impelled to all the difficulties 
which have arisen respecting the exchange of 
piisoners. 

We iake nocredit to our side when we say that 
it bas always sought and striven to have the strug- 
gle conducted in full eonformity with the humaner 
laws of war ; for this is dictated to us by self-inter- 
est. We strive for reunion, and of course wish the 
Sowhrons to understand us better and esteem us 
more highly ; the Confeder#es fight for eternal 
separation, and thus find their account in making 
the Southern people hate ‘the Yankees’ as uni- 
versally and intensely as possible. 

Two hundred of the Rebel leaders, including 
Lee, Beawregard, Johnston, Bragg, Kirby Smith, 
Pemberton, and nearly every officer of note in their 
armies, were educated at the expense of the Union 
and acquired their knowledge of the art ot war in 
its service. Many of them descrted that service 
expressly to proffer their swords to the Slavehold- 
ers’ Rebellion. Several of them had not even the 
poor excuse of having been Southern-born ; Pem- 
berton, Kirby Smith, and several more, owe their 
appointment to West Poiat to the Free States, 
wherein they were born and reared. If ws can 
treat and exchange these as prisoners of war, how 
shall the Rebels refuse like treatment to any whom 
we choose to arm and they chance to capture ? 

We cannot afford to admit that any citizen of the 
United States owes a paramount allegiance to any 
other power ; for to do so is to admit our adver- 
saries’ case. If they are to hang their captives as 
traitors to Virginia, North Carolina, etc., we shall 
have to hang ours as traitors to the Union. Be 
eternal infamy the portion of whosoever constrains 
us to do.this! 

As to Blacks, no one has yet pretended that any 
rule is known to the Law of Nations or the laws of 
Wor which justities their treatment otherwise than 
as Whites are treated. If they are captured while 
cerving as soldiers, they must be treated and ex. 
changed precisely ns other soldiers are; if when 
serving as spies, they may be hung—not as negroes, 
but as spies. The guerrilla who shoots a soldier 
from a thicket, and, if caught, pretends to be a 
peaceful farmer or hunter, has forfeited his life by 
the laws of war; but his color goes for nothing, 
He may be shot on sight, though his skin be whiter 
than the marble of Carrara. 

Our Government hes always been ready to ex- 
change ail prisoners taken in open, honorable war- 
fare, rank for rank, man for man, no matter where 
born. It has earnestly sought to have such ex- 
changes as rapid and thorough as poss'‘ble. 

Up to this hour, the rebels have never exchanged 
one of our Black soldiers. We know that several 
hundreds of them have been captured; we have 
proof that some of these were murdered by their 
captors; the rest, we hope, are still in the hands of 
the foe. Are they liable to be slauchtered whenev- 
er the arch-Rebel shall make the sign? Or must 
he restore them to us,in exchange for an equal 
number of his soldiers captured by us, of whom we 
have a superfiuity ? These questions must soon be 
answered. It deeply concerns the head of the Re- 





public that the practical solution of the problem 
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they involve shall be consistent with the dictates of 
Reason, of Justice, and of Humanity. 

’ *But the negroes are descrters,’ say the Rebels ; 
‘they are our property, which, having somehow 
fallen into your hands, bas been recaptured by us: 
you cannot require us to give it up.’ 

No, gentlemen! that will never answer. We 
have exchanged Pemberton, Gardner, and many 
others who abandoned the service of the Union to 
take up arms for yon ; and you must not insist on 
a rule that would compel us to hang such hereafter. 
Some of our black soldiers were once among your 
slaves ; but you cannot afford to deny the right of 
recession. They seceded, for excellent reasons, and 
are now on our side; we exchange your seceders 
frcm our service, avd you must exchange our seced- 
ers from yours. War is sad enough—let us not sfp* 
plement its horrors with those of murder. ‘Suffi- 
cient unto the day’ are its inevitable woes ; and the 
curse of God and Man will rest on whoever shall 
take the fearful responsibility of augmenting them. 
Let us not shame Christianity and Civilization by 
inaugurating an era of massacre, but insist on all 
hands that this war shall be waged humanely, and 
that whoever abuses its license to commit an 
atrocity, shall be punished for it as an enemy of 
mankind. od 
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AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION.

I'r is both deeply interesting and in the highest 
degree encouraging to every friend of htman prog- 
ress fo observe how the present war is testing all 
opinions and institutions.

No time could 
be more opportune than the present for scrutinizing 
it closely, and remedying any defects with which i: 
may be chargeable.

Attention has recently been called to a fact, no- 
ticed more than sixty years ago by the Old-School 
Covenanters, that in this remarkable instrument 
there is contained no acknowledgment of the being 
or authority of God, of the Christian religion, or 
any professed submission to the Kingdom of the 
Messiah. 

It has been no less truly than forcibly said by 
some one recently, that, were this Constitution lost, 
and a copy dug up after a thousand years, no one 
would be able to determine from the instrument 
itself whether it was the Constitution ofa Pagan or 
a Christian land.

THE WEDDING IN THE NEW ENGLAND 
KITCHEN. 








To vHE Epitors OF THE INDEPENDENT : 

THE marriage ceremony in the New-England 
Kitchen, at the late Sanitary Fair in Brooklyn, has 
evoked no little censure, lay and clerical. Per- 
haps a consideration of the circumstances attend- 
ant upon it may mitigate, if not reverse, the 
unfavorable judgment which has been pronounced. 
It must be remembered that an association of gen- 
tlemen and ladies, neighbors of each other, and 
from divers churches, undertook to carry out the 
idea of representing the family life of our New 
England encestors.

adopted the antique dress and the antique dislect. 
But, as the kitchen in former days witnessed other 
scenes than the daily meals, these modern imita- 
tors could not, if they were faithful to their task, 
omitsuch jovial occasions as a paring-bee and a 
quilting. Nor did they. They added also a 
wedding. 

Here the objection from without begins. The 
facts are simply that a merried couple consented o 
stand up for an apparently novel union, and that a 
genvine minister accepted an unexpected call to 
carry out the representation ; that he did so on the 
express stipulation that nothing of an irreverent 
character should be introduced; and that there 
was ne inockery of marriage, and no carousal, not- 
withstanding the exaggerated reports of certain 
newspapers—reports which, in place of personal 
observation, were made the basis of the general 
animadversion. Now, to justify a harsh reproof 
it ought to be shown tat a wedding was not in 
keeping with the innocent idea which was devel- 
oped in the kitchen; that there was any harm in 
reuniting a married pair; that such a ceremony 
could have been better performed by another than 
a clergyman ; and that the conduct of the parties 
involyed was such as to weaken the respect for a 
sacred institution in the minds of the spectators. 
As for the assumption of the ancient garb, that has 
no bearing upon the question. As well accuse 
those who did but serve the tables, with disrespect 
of their progenitors, because they aped their obso- 
lete clothing and speech ; or, as well pronounce it 
sacrilege in a couple who deck themselves for a 
stereoscopic view of a fictitious marriage; as to 
find in the pleasantry of this nuptial scene a con- 
tempt for the bonds which, God having joined, no 
man may put asunder. Mr Cuyler knew to what 
he did, and we to what he would, lend himsel/; 
and we chall venture to differ from the severer 
verdict. There are so-called religious journals 
witich have borne 2 part in this outery, whose 
entire existence has been distinguished by their 
support of a system under which human beings are 
denied the marriage relation, herded and bred A 
cattle for the market.

GU WASHINGTON cogREsPONDENCE. 


WASHINGTON, March 14, 1864. 


Tue visit of Lieut -Gen. Grant to Washington 
and the headquarters of the Army of the Poto- 
mac has afforded the gossips an abundance of ma- 
terial for discussion, criticism, and rumors of some- 
thing wonderful to be done, as a result of the 
sudden arrival of the fighting general of the West. 

The facts are, that the President telegraphed to 
Gen. Grant that he would like to see him in Wash- 
ing'on for a few days, asking him to keep himself 
in constant telegraphic communication with the 
wilitary department over which he has special 
charge. Gen. Grant came on here with a single at- 
tendant, simply, unostentatiously, scarcely expected, 
and remained tor but a day or two; but in that time 
he had along interview with the President and 
Gen. Halleck, and made a tr’p to the Rappahannock, 
spending a night with Gen Meade. So far Gen. 
Grant is not “ spoiled” by coming to Washington, 
as the croakers have been predicting. His bearing 
has been such as to extort praise from his enemies 
—for some of Gen. McClellan’s persistent friends in 
this vicinity are not inclined to admit the claims of 
the Western hero to distinguished generalship 
without debate. But his behavior here has been 
4 quite equal to his conduct in the South-west as a 
gencial. As he stood in the bar-room of Willard’s, 
the night of his arrival in Washington, reading a 
New York paper in the gas-light, one could take 
a very fair measure of the physical and some of the 
mental characteristics of the man. There was 
nothing “distinguished” in his appearance, but his 
manners were those of a calm, self-poised gentle- 
man. Hundreds of people were gathered round 
him, greatly excited by a desire to obtain a sight of 
him, even if it was but a glance. Some persons, 
more eager than the rest, cried out, “ That is Gen. 
Grant!” but the object of so much attention and 
enthusiasm went on quietly scanning his paper, as 
if he bad been alone in camp on the banks of the 
Chickamauga. Gen. Grant is a cool man—when it 
is necessary, 22 impulsive man ; that is, he has the 
impulsiveness of genius, and he is a bold man. He 
would not stay here for orations; went down in 
the pouring rain to the Rappahannock, and sat up 
most of the night with Gen. Meade. The country 
will soon see the result of that interview. When 
Gen. Grant bad seen Gen. Meade, his visit was at 
an end, and, in spite of the entreaties of the tuft- 
hunters, he started at once for the West. 

The Opposition politicians have not viewed with 
an indifferent eye the visit of Gen. Grant, and the 
imme) se popularity which he has won. They are 
already looking upon him and his popularity long- 
ingly. The leaders assert that they will throw Mc- 
Clellan over and take up Grant. There are two 
facts which stand in the way of this fine plan. In 
the first place, the Copperheads of the Opposition 
are determined that they will not support a war 
candidate; and, in the second place,Gen. Grant will 
not consent to run as the candidate of such a party. 
It is, however, 2 igniticint fact that a large num- 
her of the Democratic leaders here are beginning to 
speak very strongly in favor of nominating our 
most suecessfvl general for President. They 
claim that he was a pro-slavery man and a Demo- 
erat during the first’eighteen months of the war, 
which is true; but they overlook the still more im- 
portarft fact that he is now an uncondi‘ional eman- 
cipationist. The Ll emocratic leaders are changing 
their position, however, on the subject of slavery ; 
end it is within the hounds of possibility that bo: 
the ey eat factions in the c ntry will nominate can- 
didates who regard emancipation with favor. A 
majority of the Democratic representatives in the

A XEW CALL FOR TROOPS. 

The President has issued another call for two 
bundyed thousand troops, in addition to all former 
calJs. Voluntary enlistments may be made up to 
Apr] 15, when a drafi 1s ordered in all districts de- 
ficient in their quotas. The draft will proceed as 
soon af er that dute as practicable. Present boun- 
ties will > to April 1, after which time only 
ene hundred dollars regular bounty will be paid 
by the Government. 

NEW MILITARY ASSIGNMENTS. 


Own Saturday last, the President issued the follow- 
ing order, readjusting the chief military commands, 
and investing General Grant with the chief direc- 
tion of our armies : 


‘War Department, 
ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S OFFICE, 
WASHINGTON, March 12, 1864. 

“ GENERAL OrpDERS No. 98.—The President of 
the United States orders as follows : 

“ Fvei—Major-Gencral Halleck is, at his own re- 
quest, reheved from duty as Gencral-in-Chiet of the 
army, and Lieutenant-General U. 8. Grant is as- 
signed to {he command of the armies of the United 
States. The headquarters of the army will be in 
Washington, and also with Lieutenant-General 
Grant in the field. 

“ Sccond—Major-General Halleck is assigned to 
duty in Washington as Chief-of-Siaff of the Army, 
under the direction of the Secretary of Warand the 
Lieutenant-General Commanding. His orders will 
be obeyed and respected accordingly. 

“ Ti77d—Major General W. T. Sherman is as- 
s‘gned to the command of the military division of 
the Mississippi, composed of the Department of 
the Obio, the Cumberland, the Tennessee and the 
Arkansas. 5 

“ Kourt—Major- General J. B. McPherson is as- 
signed to the command of the Department and 
Amny of the Tennessee. 

“ Fifth—In relieving Major-General Halleck 
from duty as General-in-Chief, the President de- 
sires to express his approbation and thanks for the 
zealous manner in which the arduous and re- 
sponsible duties of that position have been per- 
formed.

THM BEGINNING OP THE END AT MOBILE. 

Admiial Farragut is fairly at work upon the city 
of Mobile. As he never fails in anything ie under- 
tukes, it is safe to assume that his new enterprise 
will result, like theattack upon New Orleans, in the 
capture of the place an¢q the utter discomfiture of 
the sebels. Up to the Wginning of this week, only 
vaguc rumors of his operations reached us, and we 
gave them as they came. No detailed accounts 
bave yet appeared, but from the scattered aud 
fragmentary statements that are published we glean 
the following facts : 

Fuiragut’s fleet having got into position at the 
mouth of Mobile Bay onthe 18th of February, 
four days were spent in taking in shot and shell for 
the bombardment of the rebel forts in the harbor ; on 
the morning of Tuesday, 28rd, the mortar-schooners 
took their places; at 10 o'clock on that day the 
ball opened, and at 9 p. M. an order was issued to 
take position nearer Fort Powell. On Wednes- 
day, 24th, the firing was much hotter ; no one hart 
on our side. On the 25th, there was heavy firing 
on both sides, the rebels bringing rifled cannon 
into play for the first time during the fight. One 
of our light-draught gunboats (the Port Royal) got 
well in toward the fort during the diy, and drove 
away the rebels with her ten-inch gun On Fri- 
day, 26th, nothing was done; the wind being o‘f- 
shore and the water too shallow to allow our “7 
to close in; the rebels were busily employed in 
strengthening the fort and mounting new and 
heavy guns. This is the latest news yet received. 

GEN. GRANT'S DEPARTMENT. 

Everything is quiet at Chattanooga. Occasional 
skirmisues of cavalry pickets occur, but ne »crious 
movements are visible on either side. 

—Lere is a report that Longstreet has sent his 
wagon-trains to Richmond, but the movements of 
that wily rebel are wrapt: in an obscurity that 
shows he knows how to do his work quietly. It 
is not believed that all his force has yet been 
removed from Tennessee—various reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

—On the 6ih inst., the rebels attacked our cav- 
alry outposts in front of Knoxville, and were re 
»ulsed with the loss of one major and nine men 
kitted, and some prisoners. Our loss was two 
killed and a few wounded and missing. 

GENERAL BUTLER AT IT AGAIN. 

If Ben. Butler accomplishes no very brilliant 
military campaigns, he at least suceeeds in keeping 
the rebelson the alert, and worrying them very 
badly. On the 10th instant, he sent out a furce to 
occupy Suffolk, Va., which was done, after some 
sharp skirmishing. We now hold that place. The 
negro cavelry won the fight. 

—On Friday, Butler sent two regiments of cay- 
alry to King and Queen County, the locality of 
the attack on Colonel Dahlgren’s command, which 
defeated and roued with severe loss the 5th and 
%h Virginia cavalry, driving them from their 
camps, Eilling a number, and capturing twenty 
prisoners. A large amount of grain, supplies, and 
mills were also destroyed. 


NORTH CAROLINA. ~* 

The rebels have bu'chered twenty-three Federal 
sodiers at Kinston, North Uarolina, on a charge 
that they were “deserters from the Confederate 
ser vice ;” but, to she honor of the brave victitns, it 
is related that ai] of them met their fate with un- 
finching determination, scornfully rejecting all 
ofiers of reprieve upon condition of returning to 
the rebel service. It has since been ascertained 
that some of these men had never been in the rebel 
service at all ; and one of the number was a drum- 
mer-boy, only fitteen years old! 

—The native North Carolina troops have deci led 
to take the question of retaliation into their own 
lands. They have given such of their ofticers as 
did not approve of severe measnres an oppoftunity 
to resign, and have also given warning that imme- 
diste death will be inflicted upon any officer who 
«fiers Lereufter to surrender to the enemy or ask 
for any quarter. 

—The grn-heat Foster. with a detachment of in- 
fantry, was sent on the 16th of February on an ex- 
pediton to Fairfield, N. C., where a band of guer- 
rillas, under command of Captain Spencer, was 
quartered. The camp was surprised, the arms and 
stores secured, and the whole company taken pris- 
oners, without loss upon our side. 

SHERMAN’S EXPEDITION. 

The truth about General Sherman's expedition 
has come out at last. It was not intended to cap- 
ture Mobile or a Selma. é aifair was 
simply a gigantic “raid.” The expedition pene- 
trated ten miles beyond Meridian, and, having suc- 
ceeded in destroying the railroads, bridges. the im- 





mense stores of corn and eommizsary stores held 








by the Confederates in that vicinity, as well as de- 
vastating the whole range of country, has returned 
in triumph to Vicksburg laden with spoils. No 
serivus opposition was made, and, wherever any 
sort of resistunce was offered, the enemy was wiped 
out, and the column marched on in triumph. 
Having accomplisbed his mission, Sherman re- 
turned to the Mississippi, leaving behind him a 
ruined country. He burned and destroyed what- 
ever he could not carry off The retribution hag 
fallen heavily on the people of this section ; every- 
thing tbat could support the life of man or beast, 
or contribute to rebel arms, has been crushed. He 
went empty and came back full. He took no train, 
and returned with one fiien miles long, laden 
with an abundance of cotton and other things. 
He a 1,100 mules, and about four contrabands 
toa mule. He has also five hundred prisoners. 
FLORIDA. 

News from Jacksonville is to Murch 10. There 
was no change in military afiairs. Our troops still 
hold Jacksonville, but are subject to occasional 
annoyances trom the rebel cavalry. The enemy 
are still in considerable force at Baldwin, and 
scouts repo.t that strenuous efforts are in progress 
to deplete the state of its stock of cattle, which is 
driven off as fast as possible. fhe total number of 
wounded in the disasirous advance turns out to 
have been jar greater than was at first reporte!— 
1.£90 being the correct figures. 

—The Olustee disaster is to be investigate! by a 
Congressional commitice. 

WEST LOUISIANA. 

Adviccs from Natchez, on the 2d instant, say that 
the rebel force in West Louisiana is 5,000 men, un- 
der Gens. Dick Taylor and Polignike, and Col. 
Harriscn. ‘The rebels are fortitying Fort Deruslee, 
on the Bleck river, and Fort Trinity, on the Ou- 
chita river. 

EXCHANGES OF PRISONERS. 

During the weck, several hundreds of prisoners 
have been exchenged, at the rate of seventy-five 
of our men for one hundred rebels. There 1s some 
confusion and trouble, however, growing out ot a 
new misunderstanding, and for a time the exchanges 
are suspended. The questions in dispute are still 
vunsetiled. Meanwhile, it is confirmed that the 
rebels are sending great numbers of our prisoners 
furiber scuth from Richmond. Among the rebel 
officers just exchanged is Gen Fitzhugh Lee. ° 


COL. DAHLGREN'S FATE. 


The sad news of the death of Colonel Dahlgren 
is confirmed. It appears that he and his party were 
ambushed, and he was s anding unconcealed in the 
road, late at night, summoning his foe to surrender, 
when a vollev was p:- ured upon him, and he fell, 

ierced with five wounds. His command dispersed 
n the darkness, but most of them were capt ired in 
the morning. The rebel papers are furious with 
rage over certain papers discovered upon Dahl- 
en's body, a pxssuge in one of which purported to 
his order to hismen to destroy Richmond and to 
kill Jett. Davis and bis cabinet. It is probable, 
however, that this last bloodthirsty order has been 
interpolated by the rebels, in order to “fire the 
Southern heart.” At any rate, the order was never 
ennounced to Dahlgren’s men. The hundred or 
more of them who were taken are kept in irons in 
Richmond, and the papers cry clamorously for 

their blood. 

THE NEW LIEUTENANT-GENERAL. 

On the 8th instant, General Grant, who had just 
arrived in Washington, was formally presented by 
the President with his commission as Lieutenant- 
General. As part of the history of the times, we 
= the speeches delivered by Mr. Lincoln and 

eneral Grant on this interesting occasion. Mr. 
Lincoln said : 

“Gen. Grant: The nation’s appreciation of what you 
have done. +nd its relianee upon you for what remains to do 
in the existing great struggie,are now p:esented with this 
commission constl.uting you Lieutenant-General in the army 
of the Untied Siaies. ith this high honor devolves upon 

ou «lso @ corresponding responsibility As the coud! 

rein trusts you, sc under God it will custain you 
scarcely need to add that, with what I here speak for the na- 
tion, goes my own hearty personal concurrence,” 

General Grant replied : 

“Mr PRESIDENT: I accept this com nission with grati- 
tude for the high honor conferred. With the aid of the noble 
armies that have fought on so many fields fur our common 
country, it will be my earnest endeavor not to disappoint 
your exreciations. I feel the full weight of the responsibiii- 
lies now devolving on me, and I know that, if they are met, it 
wili be cue to those a mies, and, above all, to the favor of 
that Frovidence which ieads bor nations and men.” 

The President then introduced the General to all 
the members of the Cavinet ; after which the com- 
pany was seated, and about half an hour was spent 
in social conversation. ° 

—Genera] Grant made a very bieftarry in Wash- 
ington, visiting the War Department and the 
Aimy of the Potomac, and on the 12th returning 

est. 

—It is related that General Grant, on his way East, 
in conversation with a distinguished Ohio officer, 
expressed himself — sag satisfied with the situa- 
tion of military aflairs. He spoke in the highest 
teams of Gen. Sherman’s expedition, which had 
given the rebellion the severest blow since the 
capture of Vicksburg. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tue State Convention of Virginia, in session at 
Alexandsia, has declared for freedom without a 
dissenting vote. The declaration, as adopted March 
10, is as iollows : 

“First. Slavery and involuntary servitude, exceot for 
crime, is hereby abolished and prohibited in the State for 
"a Gecond. Cou) ts of comyetent jurisdiction may appren- 
tice minors of African descent on jike conditions provided 
by law fo: apprenticing white children. 

“Third. The Geneial assembly shall make no law estab- 
lishing slavery or recognizing pro-erty in human beings.” 

—General Logan, a good soldier and a patriotic 
man, refuses to run for Governor of Illinois, be- 
c:use he thinks a better man can be found for the 

lace. 
—Union meetings have been held in Alabama. 
At one of them, in Huntsville, March 5th, Jere 
Clemens, formerly a member of Congress, made a 
strong Union speech. 

—'l bere is a new phase of the Domsoetes piracy 
case. A New Brunswick colonial judge (Ritchie) 
released the prisoners on the 10th instant, on the 
grounds of informality in the proceedings, and be- 
cause their offense, if it is piracy, must be tried in 
the province where they were caught. 

- New Hampshire has given a Union majority 
of 6.0C0. Governor Gillmore is re-eleeted by 
about that figuie. 

—In this State, the constitutional amendment 
ermitting solders to vote was adopted, on the Sth‘ 
nstant, by an overwhelming maior ly. The iy 

oi New York alone gave a majority of over 9,000 
in its faver. 

—The navigation of the Hudson river was re- 
sumed on the 11th instant ; three weeks earlier than 
last year. 

—The new Free State Government of Louisiana 
is in working order. Michael Hahn was inaugur- 
ated Governor at New Orleans on the 4th instant, 
wih imposing oe 

—Mr P-iatiah Perit, an old and respected mer- 
chant of this city, died last week. 

—the taxation of this city ha: increased more 
than a willion of dollars beyond the rise in the 
vulue of property. Cause: Corporation rasculity. 

CONGRESS. 

THRE controversy over the sale of the surplus 
gold in the ‘l reasury has lasted all the week, and 
is not yet decided. 

—The House bas passed a bill for the protection 
of emigrants to the territories. 

—frnater Pomeroy has laid down the Chase 
platform in a speech in the Senate. 

—Mr. Arnold, irom the Committee on Canals 
end Roads, has reported a bill for the construction 
of a ship cansl for army and naval vessels from the 
Mississippi river to the Northern lakes, and for 
other purro-es, and asked that the question be taken 
en its passyge. The bill provides that, as soon as 
the state of l1l‘nois shall transfer and vesttin the 
United States all her right to the bed of the Illinois 
and Michican Canal, the improvement shall be
